(Editor’s Note — This is the 
third of four stories on Presi- 
dent Truman’s plans for reor- 
ganizing the government.) 


WASHINGTON (/P)—When you 
see some of the plans to reorga- 
nize the government, it’s like look- 
ing through the window of an 
antique shop where someone ha; 
thrown the furniture around. 

The plans show what a hodge- 
podge the governmént has become 
over a great many years. It's a 
machine that's been patched and 
pieced together. 

That’s why Congress set up a 
12-man commission, headed by 
former President Hoover, to “tudy 
the government and suggest ways 
of improving it. The commission 
made 287 recommendations. 

And that’s why, following those 
recommendations-—although not in 
every detail— President Truman 
this week asked Congress’ okay 
en putting through even plans. 
He'll offer more later. Here’s an 
example of one of his plans: 

Transfer the Bureati of Employ- 
ment Security from the Federal 
Security Administration, which 
deals with health and welfare, to 
the Labor Department. Why? 

Because the bureau handles the 
government's part in the pay the 
states give unemployed workers.. 
Since that involves labor, he thinks 
the bureau ought to be in the 
Labor Department, whole 
job is with workers.

| Here’s another example: Mr. 


| Truman wants the Public Road- 
| Administration which, after all, 
ideals with transportation——placed 
‘in the Commerce Department, 


which deals with commerce and 


| 
transportation. At this moment, 


jthe PRA is in the Federal Works 
| Agency. 
Now take the three-man Civil 
| Service Commission, which han- 
|dles all government workers who 
|are in the U. S. Civil Service sys- 
|tem. The commission itself has 
/4,000 employes. 

| At this moment, because neither 
Gong ress nor anyone else ever 
/made it clear, all three commis- 
| sioners share respon ibility for the 
/4,000 employes of the commission. 
This spreads confusion and robs 
|the commission of some of the 
jtime that ought to be spent on 
| the whole, wide civil service sys- 
}tem. So, Mr. Truman suggests: 
The chairman alone should be 
|responsible for the commission's 
| employes. This will give the other 
‘two commistioners more time for 
their own work. 

| The same thing has happened 
lin the five-man Maritime Com- 
mission, which has 6,500 employes, 
(but whose main job is worrying 
|abcut the nation’s shipping. 
| Mr. Truman wants the 
man of the commission alone to 
|have respon ibility for the com- 
mission’s internal doings, such as 
!employes. That will leave the 
‘other four commissioners free to 
| concentrate on shipping. 

| Take the Post Office Depart- 
ment. Mr, Truman wants the post- 
ma ter general to have full au- 
thority over what goes on inside 
his department. He doesn’t have 
it now. For example: 

Inside the department are the 
Bureau of Accounts and the Of- 
fice of Purchasing Agent.  Al- 
though they're under the _ post- 
master, they were given cpecial 
powers by Congress. The _ post- 
master can't touch them, 

So Mr. Truman a*ks Congress 
for approval to wipe out the bu- 
reau and the office of purchasing 
agent and let the postmaster do 
what he thinks best about the 
johs they've been doing.

Mr. Dulles long has been a stu- 
dent of Soviet Russian affairs,

o secure information. He is a 
member of the United States dele- 
gation to the’ United Nations, is 
Republican adviser on _ forecigin 
policy to Secretary of State Ache- 
son, and attended the Big Four 
foreign ministers council meeting 
just conclue'd in Paris.
